He  graduated 
from  Oklahoma  Baptist  Univer¬ 
sity,  Southwestern  Baptist  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary,  and  attended 
IKf  University  of  Missouri.  He

The  tJuban  peo¬ 
ple,  who  by  nature  are  a  talkative  people,  have  found  It  indescribably  hard  to 
endure  the  last  few  years  of  strict  censorship  of  press,  radio  and  television 
and  the  gestapo-tike  spies  which  were  everywhere  seeking  to  catch  an  un- 
imanded  word  spoken  against  the  tyranny.  Thousands  of  people  all  over  the 
Island  were  picked  up  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  tortured  Indescribably 
and  afterwards  very  often  killed.” 

Rev.  Hurt  is  from  Louisville,  Miss.,  is  a  graduate  of  East  C  entral  Junior 
College,  Mississippi  College,  Mississippi  Southern,  and  the  New  Orleans  Sem- 1 
Inary.  He  has  been  In  Cuba  under  appointment  of  the  Home  Mission  Board 
since  January,  1957. 

He  writes.  "A  few  days  ago.  1  was  talking  to  one  of  our  fine  Baptist 
University  students  He  told  how  he  had  been  picked  up  by  the  Batista  police 
after  returning  from  a  visit  to  New  York.  Simply  because  he  had  been  in  New 
York  and  had  been  a  university  student,  they  thought  he  had  been  in  contact 
with  rebel  forces  there,  though  he  was  entirely  innocent  of  the  cnarges  He 
was  beaten  unmercifully.  When  he  told  them  that  he  was  a  Christian  and 
didn't  participate  in  such  things,  they  said.  “Give  him  more  licks  foi  being  a 
.Christian.”  Hf  showed  me  condition  of  his  back  It  is  still  In  pitiful  condi¬ 
tion,  and  the  scars  will  be  with  him  for  life.  Fortunately  his  life  waa  spared. 
It  is  said  that  over  20.000  were  killed  during  the  Batista  regime.

WASHINGTON  (BP) 
prayer  daily  at  the  opening  of 
the  United  Nations  is  called  for 
by  a  Concurrent  Resolution  in 
the  86th  Congress.

The  Becker  resolution  would 
request  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  instruct  the 
United  States  Mission  to  the 
United  Nations  to  take  such 
steps  as  might  be  necessary  to 
have  each  day’s  session  opened 
with  “vocal"  prayer. 

At  present  the  United  Nations 
both  opens  and  closes  its  ses¬ 
sions  with  one  minute  ot  silence 
for  prayer  or  meditation  on  the 
part  of  any  delegate  who  wishes 
to  participate.

NICAEA— FIRST  ECUMENICAL  COUNCIU-Tbe  flrat  Ecumeni¬ 
cal  Council  in  the  history  of  the  Christian  Church  waa  held  at 
Nicaea  in  Asia  Minor  in  225  A.  D.  Lasting  two  months  and  12 
days,  it  condemned  Ariantsm  which  denied  the  divinity  of  Christ, 
formulated  the  Nicene  Creed  and  fixed  a  formula  for  dating  Eas¬ 
ter  observances.  The  recent  announcement  by  Pope  John  XXIII 
of  his  intention  to  call  an  Ecumenical  Council  was  greeted  by 
Protestant  and  Orthodox  leaders  with  mingled  praise  and  caution. 
Although  these  spokesmen  both  here  and  abroad  hailed  the  Pope’s 
move  as  an  epochal  one,  their  recurrent  emphasis  was  that  any
